The State Corporation Department has 
Just issued permission for the incorpora- 
tion in San Francisco, in the Mission dis- 


trict, of a Consumers’ Co-operatve 


~ League, which proposes to run a chain of 


co-op stores. Certifieates of membership 
cost $29 and 75 percent of this must be 
held in escrow according to the terms of 
incorporation, until a fund of $5,000 is 
thus obtained. We wish it every success, 
but have little faith and will have to be 
shown, for the reason that the people do 
not co-operate, never have co-operated and 
to the best of our knowledge and belief 
never will. A similar co-op store is to be 
started soon here in Richmond, but what 
the result will be is a guess. 

The idea is all right, in fact very good, 
but the people themselves, in whose in- 
terest all such thines are started, are the 
first to go back on it and leave it to die a 
natural death. We never yet knew it to 
fail. That was demonstrated amply here 
when two municipal! markets were yfut in. 
Just as soon as the old dealers met the re- 
duced pri¢es and would ‘‘charee i," Thi 
stead of demanding cash, the dear people 
flocked back to the old dealers and the 
municipal markets died of dry rot. The 
old dealers knew just what they were 
about. They knew the people, and knew 
Just what would happen. And it did hap- 
pen, and then they smiled blandly and as 
soon as the co-op markets quit up went 
the prices, and have been up ever since. 

The people, en mass and as such, had 
better keep out of business, for the very 
simple reason that they do not know any- 
thing abont business. The people started 
this newspaper, and’ran it in the eround 
and broke it off. and it took some such 
hard-head as ourself to take hold and 
bring it to life again and put it on its 
feet. The trouble with co-operation is 
that it does not co-operate, and it is the 
people's own fanlt. The dear people are 
all right in many ways, they cannot

Keonomie anthoritics have beon urging 
the people to buy more food products di- 
rect from the farms, thus cuttine out the 
cost and profits of middlemen, but eom- 
paratively few do so.

The bulk of food prodnets continue to 
be distributed through midMemon and re 
tail provision dealers. Where thes win 
out is in enabling retail merchants to do 
business on a small capital and with small 
stocks. If the retailer did his business 
direct with farmers, he would have to buy 
in larger quantities. The farmer doedg not 
like to bother with deliverng small or- 
ders to a lot of small dealers. But the 
small dealer can telephone his ordet for 
his little lot of supplies to the wholesaler, 
and get just what he wants when he 
wants it. 

But these products have to go through 
so many hands, that the present distribu- 
tion system will always be costly. 


MOSTLY SELFISHNESS 


Solicitors for the Liberty loan report’ 
that the money came harder this time 
than on previous drives, though the terms 
were so much more favorable.
